CONTAGION IN 


STATE DROPS 


Report Shows Decrease 


In Communicable 


Diseases. 


The number of cases of contagious 
diseases in Nebraska took a material 
drop in June as compared to May, 
according to a report issued by Dr. 
P. H. Bartholomew, chief of the 
state health bureau. 
Chicken pox dropped from 312 
cases to 113 cases; measles 
from 


1,685 to 279; diphtheria from 61 to 
20; scarlet fever from 254 to 90; and 
bmallpox from 288 to 144. 
The only increase was in typhoid 


fever cases from one to seevn. 
Concerning typhoid fever, 
Dr. 


Bartholomew said: 
Thyphoid From Food. 
"It is a common impression that 
typhoid fever is always contracted 
from drinking water. This is er- 
roneous. Some years ago water was 
the most common means of spread- 
ing typhoid, but with modern sani- 
tation applied to water supplies it 
has become unusual • to have this 
form of contamination. Today the 
majority of the typhoid cases con- 
tract the disease from contaminated 
food, not water. This emphasizes 
the need ol very close supervision 
over all foods, particularly those 
consumed raw. • 
Most scrupulous clpanliness should 


be practiced by everyone preparing 
or Handling food, and as the typhoid 
baqilli are usually transferred from 
the hands to food, a very thorough 
hand washing with plenty of soap 
should be a fixed habit prior to 
touching or beginning preparation 
of food. This hand cleansing ap- 
plies to those working in the pro- 
duction and distribution of milk. 
"Carriers" Contaminate Food. 
"Careful investigation reveals case 
after case of typhoid fever con- 
tracted from food contaminated by 
a 'carrier.' A 'earner' of typhoid 
bacilli is a perso nwho has had 
typhoid fever, irrespective of sever- 
ity.. Occasionally one finds a car- 
rier that had such a mild attack 
he did not realize it was typhoid 
fever, but stool analyses settled the 
question. Though the excretion of 
the micro-organisms may not be 
continuous, the carrier of typhoid is 
a constant menace. For a short time 
it was thought that removal of the 
gall bladder rendered a person free 
from being a carrier and that 
typhoid bacilli would no longer be 
excreted, but further investigation 
has exploded this hopeful theory. 
"The fact that excretion of typhoid 
bacilli by a carrier is not a continu- 
ous process- makes every person who 
has had typhoid fever a hazard if 
permitted to prepare or handle food. 
Modern sanitarians refuse to permit 
a carrier or one with a history of 
typhoid illness handling food. This 
is sound preventive* practice. Bow- 
ever, until all carriers have been de- 
tected and controlled so they cease 
to be a source of contamination, the 
utmost care must be exercised by 
both producer and consumer. Effi- 
ciency and co-operation in -public 
health require a hysical examina- 
tion of all food handlers."

In addition to 
those already mentioned, there are 
other instances affecting the offices 
of 
state treasurer 
and railway 
commissioner, calculated to con- 
fuse the voters. 
It has been demonstrated in 
former primaries and elections that 
a well known name is worth many 
thousands of votes. One of the rail- 
way commissioners now serving, 
who was politically unknown before 
his election, bears a name similar 
to that of a well known Lincoln 
merchant, and this fact is thought 
to have been a material aid to him 
in his candidacy. 
May Lead to Changes. 


The iflixed-up mess in the re- 
publican state primary, due to the 
confusion -of names, may lead to 
some radical changes in the pri- 
mary law by the next legislature.

Copy Cent to Marsh. 


Sorensen sent a copy of his 


opinion to the secretary of state's 
office, but Marsh contends, as he 
did two years ago when the ques- 
tion was raised' as to the accept- 
ance of the Communist party can- 
didates, that the law designates 
him as the sole judge of the suf- 
ficiency of filings, and that his de- 
cisions shall stand until reversed 
by the Supreme court. 


Sorensen said his opinion was 


based on court actions in Minne- 
sota, Washington, 
Massachusetts, 


and Idaho in particular. The Min- 
nesota election laws, he said, are 
identical with those of Nebraska. 
There, the courts held that papers 
are legally filed only when they are 
placed in the hands of the proper 
official within the specified time 
The Massachusetts ruling, he said 
held that "physical filing" must be 
made within the allotted time. The 
Idaho courts went further to hold 
that a mailed filing, though actually 
deposited in the postoffice before 
the "deadline" is not acceptable. 
Marsh Favors Custom. 


Secretary of State Marsh con- 


tends that since it has been the 
custom to accept filings received 
by mail after the deadline, but 
mailed before, that, the practice 
should be continued: 


"Custom and usage, so long as it 


does not work an injustice, pro- 
vides the foundation for much of 
the law that is later put on the 
statute books," he said.

Old Time Newspaper Man. 


"Charley" Pool, as all his friends 
knew him, was one of Nebraska's 
pioneer newspaper publishers, and 
it was through his newspaper con- 
nections, together with his political 
activities, that he acquired what 
was said to be the most extensive 
personal acquaintance that any 
man had over the state. 
Born at Kewanee, 111., on Novem- 


ber 20, 1856, he came to Nebraska 
as a boy of 6 or 7 years with his 
parents. The family settled on a 
farm near Pawnee City and his 
education was obtained in a coun- 
try school there. After his father's 
death he clerked in a store to help 
support the family. Later he went 
to Hc-nnepin, 111., and learned the 
printer's trade, working as an ap- 
prentice at $50 a year in, a news- 
paper office. His first experience as 
a publisher on his own account was 
gained at Peotone, HI. 


In 1878, he returned to Nebraska 
and with his brother-in-law, John 
W. Barnhart, engaged in the publi- 
cation of the News at Sterling. In 
a short time he removed to Tecum- 
seh, the county seat, and established 
the Johnson county Journal in 
1879, which was the fourth demo- 
cratic newspaper to be launched in 
Nebraska. H. L. Cooper became as- 
sociated with him in that enterprise 
during the '80s. He sold out his in- 
terest in it In 1898, and subse- 
quently he and Ed M. Tracey 
founded the Johnson County Tri- 
bunal. The Journal and Tribunal 
were consolidated in 1909, under 
the joint ownership of Messrs. Pool 
and Cooper. Some years Jgo it 
passed into other h'ands. 


While at Tecumseh, Mr. Pool 
served as a member of the city 
council and as mavor. HP was mar- 
ried there 1n 1883 to JH'iss Frank 
L. Foster. 


Helped Frame Guaranty Law. 
In 1908 Mr. Pool was nominated 


for state 
representative 
on the 
county and was elected. His party 
controlle'd 
the 
legislature 
and 
chose him to be speaker of the 
house.' In that capacity he took a 
leading part in the passage of the 
bank guaranty law. He appointed 
a suecial committee of the house 
which acted with a like committee 
of the senate in formulating the 
measure. 


Mr. Pool always took great pride 
in having had a hand in the enact- 
ment of the guaranty law, which 
he considered one of the most pro- 
gressive and beneficial statutes ever 
passed in Nebraska. 


He was appointed state labor 
commissioner by Governor More- 
head in 1913 and served two years 
in that capacity. In 1914 he be- 
came the democratic nominee for 
secretary of state and was elected, 
being re-elected in 1916 for a sec- 
ond term. 


Meanwhile, he had drawn a 640- 
acre Kinkaid homestead in the 
sandhill area of Nebraska, near 
Hyannis, and spent several months 
on- it for the purpose of establish- 
ment his right "of ownership as a 
settler. He held it two or three 
years, but did not stay long enough 
to obtain final patent from the 
government. The tract was ulti- 
mately relinquished in favor of a 
civil war veteran of his acquain- 
tance at Tecumseh, who went to 
live on it and later proved up. 


Made Race for Congress. 
In 1918, while still a legal resi- 
dent of Grant county, Mr. Pool 
filed for congress in the sixth dis- 
trict and made the race against 
Congressman M. P. Kinkaid, but 
was defeated. Later he and Mrs. 
Pool came to Lincoln, which had 
been their home ever since. For 
several vears he was in partner- 
ship with William H. Smith, now. 
of Seward, in the real estate busi- 
ness here. 
Smith had previously 


served as state auditor while Pool 
was secretary of state. 
Mr. Pool again filed for secretary 


of state in 1922 and was again 
elected on the democratic ticket. In 
$24 he was the only state candi- 
date of that party to win election 
in he face of the Coolidge national 
landslide. He always ran consider- 
ably ahead of his ticket "He was 
debated for the same office in 1921 
and 1928, and his name had been 
filed once more as a candidate for 
it this year. 


In the campaign two years ago 
he traveled all over Nebraska with 
Charles W. Bryan, candidate for 
governor. Thisvarduous experience 
weakened his vitality, and it was 
said that he never fully recovered 
his former physical strength there- 
after.

I did not go to the circus 
like most children clinging dismally 
to, somebody's skirts or trying to'see 
the elephant between some tall 
man's legs. No, I was borne proudly 
aloft on Unk-'s broad shoulders and 
viewed with arrogance the crowd 
below me. 


"Then there were long rides about 
the country with. Unk, where we 
went to look after his business— 
eating at restaurants or hotels 
where Unk would always let me or- 
der my own dinner; then coming 
home through the scented summer 
dusk, tired but happy, leaning 
against Unk. 


"He was the world's most famous 
Santa Claus., If we spent all our 
pennies we always knew where we 
could get more. 


"The title of secretary of state 
has not much meaning for Unk's 
many child friends. Whatever he is 
to the public. 
'Unk' to us."

As a member of the state board 
of equalization during his four 
terms at the capitol he took part 
in effecting several substantial tax 
reductions. His support was always 
given to policies intended to save 
the state's money by holding down 
expenditures.

He announced he had pledges of

in session, and treaty opponents 
could block action under such cir- 
cumstances simply by calling up 
the point of, order that no quorum 
was on hand.

SPECIAL BONDS 


Takes Up Issue Sold To 


State At Par 


Year Ago. 


Thirty-nine thousand dollars in 


Lincoln special assessment • bonds 
held by the state were paid off by 
the city Saturday. There were two 
lots and the interest to July 1 was 
paid on each. One lot was S23.570 
of water and ornamental iignting 
certificates. The other was $16,356 
of paving assessment bonds, $11,000 
of which were purchased within the 
past year, the balance having been 
held by the state since January 17, 
1925. 
The water and light bonds. are 
part of an issue of $135,570 sold by 
the city a year ago.

In selling this entire issue the 


city followed a course that had been 
adopted but once befor.e it was said 
at the time. Bids for the sale of tJie 
entire lot had been asked and were 
submitted late in June, 1929. There 
were but two bidders, and both off- 
ered to take the bonds at a figure, 
the lowest of which was in excess of 
$6,000 below par.

not permit a better offer. 
When City Clerk Berg submitted 
the proposals to the council, they 
were rejected. At the same time Mr. 
Berg was directed to see if he could 
get.other offers. The same buyers 
again filed bids but they were vir- 
tually the same as the first, 
and 


were promptly rejected. 
Upon the request of the clerk, the 


council directed that an effort be 
made to sell the bonds to the state.

—The Fleagle clan began gathering 
today* for the death week of Ralph 
Fleagle, which starts at midnight 
tonight. 
His wife, mother and sister al- 
ready are here. A brother, Fred, 
was expected tonight. 
None went to see the condemned 
leader of the Lamar bandits today, 
not even the wife. She did not ask 
for an audience Friday, either, an 
unusual proceedure for her. 
If prison officials had any plan to 
hang Fleagle shortly after his death 
week started, they abandoned it late 
Saturday 
because 
of 
Fleagle's 
clemency pleas presented to Gover- 
nor Adams aSturday. 
Nothing will be done, prison offi- 
cials said until every liklihood of 
legal or executive action in the case 
is dispelled. 
Suffers from Heat. 
Fleagle suffered greatly from the 
heat today in his tiny death cell. He 
perspired profusely despite an elec- 
tric fan and ventilating devices. 
Recently he asked 
to see the 
Catholic chaplain, Regis Barrett of 
the Benedictine order, every day. He 
has not seemed interested in relig- 
ion, but just seems to want to talk 
to the chaplain. 
The attempted smuggling of letters 
to Fleagle by his 
wife through 
guards 
and 
convicts has been 
blocked. Loyal guards have turned 
in letters which she had given them 
for transmission to her condemned 
husband and other letters have been 
taken away from convicts who work 
outside the walls. 
Nothing of a 
harmful nature was contained in 
any of the missives.

—The Lamar bank bandits made 
eleventh hour appeals for their 
lives to Gov. W. H. Adams today. 
In the privacy of a dark room 


where he is confined, with an eye 
infection, the governor listened at- 
tentively while the ^appeals were 
read to him and announced he 
would make his final decision Sun- 
day or Monday. 
During his two terms as governor,

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Lopez Dodger Dazzler 
Now, But Qriffith Had 
First Chance Land Him 


NEW YORK, July 5—(I. N. S.)—Even a fox makes 


mistakes sometimes. 
^ 


•Step into the sumptuous office of Clark Griffiths, presi- 


dent of the Washington Senators, shove all the papers off 
his desk, stare sullenly into his eyes for a few moments and, 
with, a sweeping flourish, snarl: "Lopez!" 


This will be enough. Wait not for Mr. Griffiths' answer. 


It is by custom bound to be identical with the first few 
words that greeted you, viz: "Even a fox makes mistakes 
sometimes." 


Griff Had His Chance. 


For Mr. Griffiths at one tune was 


afforded an excellent opportuntiy 
to make Brooklyn's 
Al 
Lopez a 
Washington Senator for the rather 
tiny sum of $10,000. But Mr. Grif- 
fiths, the sage, had no more than 
half that jingle to toss away for a 
bright young fellow like Al Lopez, 
A man who is accustomed to ex- 
changing Goslins for Manushes and 
Crowders isn't the sort who would 
risk a hundredth of a million dol- 
lars on promising backstop mate- 
rial, it seems, so today Mr. Grif- 
fiths will tender you the plea about 
the "fox" when you heckle his faux 
pas.At sixteen, when most chaps his 
age are trying to figure just why 
their 
geometry instructors were 
ever born, Lopez tripped over the 
sandlots to the Tampa team of the 
Florida State league, where he 
served as regular catcher. 
This 


was Jn 1925, when he hit .270. 
Started Wtih Tampa. 
During 1926, Lopez hit .317 with 
Tampa. 
Jacksonville had 
him 
drafted their way at the termina- 
tion of the season for only $750. 
With them, Al slumped to a bat- 
ting average of'.280, but his back- 
stopping rated backslapping so the 
Brooklyn Bobins sent their man af- 
ter him and for the $10,000 Grif- 
fiths had deemed a fortune, secured 
his services. 
ike an acrobat switched sudden- 
ly from a fifth-rate Oshkosh show- 
house to the Palace In New York, 
Lopez didn't know 
shooting was about. what all the 
True, he had 
jural promise, but he w^fe ignor- 
ant as yet how to capitalize upon it 
in big time. 
Uncle Bobbie came 
to his rescue, though, and shipped 
him south again, where they iron 
out a player so methodically, 
it 


seems that he forgets how to play 
minor league ball. 
Then to Atlanta. 
From Macon to Atlanta was Lo- 
pez's route. In the latter location, 
Al hit .327 in 1928 and thought this 
was such jolly slugging that he de- 
liberately hit for the .same average 
the following year. 
Today Lopez is something of a 


sensation with Brooklyn, 
which 
hooked him for good after he start- 
ed playing with those impressive 
.300 figures. Not alone, is Al the 
most youthful regular mask-mani- 
pulator In the big leagues; he is 
one of the best. 
These premature achievements 
seemed forthcoming to him for he 
cannot remember the day he wasn't 
connected with baseball in some 
way. Originally a pitcher of his 
high school team In Tampa, Flori- 
da, Al was converted Into a catch- 
er by pure fate. 
Shifted to New Station. 
It happened that everybody on 
that team had a determination to 
avoid hospitals at all costs, so they 


demurred when offered th£ chance 
to catch Lopez's "steam-ball." Fi- 
nally in. desperation, Al dug his 
cleats into the soil behind home 
plate and became a catcher for or- 
iginality's sake. And today he's evi- 
dently still trying to be original. 
Being the sons of Spanish parents, 


Lopez forms with Adolpho Luqujs 
the lone Spanish-Speaking battery 
in the majors. 
Al understood all 


about Spanish before he was taugnt 
a thing about English, even thougn 
he first saw the rising sun in Tam- 
pa,. 
Besides Al, there are 
rour 
brothers, his mother, and two sis- 
ters in the family at present.

Lopez, who will be 22 in August, 


was spotted by Uncle Robbie as a 
comer the instant 
the 
veteran 
Brooklyn pilot cast orbs upon him. 
Although short 
and dark, that 
flashy combination, Lopez is rather 
a quiet fellow, preferring to impress 
observers by his behavior behind 
the bat with his natural alacrity, 
caustic throwing arm and hitting 
ability. 
Lopez, however, doesn't alwas at- 
tend strictly to business. His fetch- 
ing smile, personality and warm- 
bloodedness reveal themselves while 
he Is on the playing field and while 
these attributes do not make a bet- 
ter player of him, they aid eonsid- 
erably from a box-office standpoint. 


Even a Fox Pulls Boners. 


It Is fairly obvious that Wash- 
ington's pennant-contenders might 
be converted into pennant-defend- 
ers with Lopez in the catching sad- 
dle right now. Instead, Brooklyn 
is endeavoring to do just that. 
But 
under 
the" circumstances 
tuereisn't anything that can really 
be done, Mr. Clark Griffiths will tell 
you. For even a fox makes mistakes 
at times.

The Tunney who greets you to-

It is a startling contrast with the 
raucous voice of Jack Sharkey, Tun- 
ney's American successor. Tunney 
has an easy courtesy about allowing 
others to precede him; a ready 
thanks for any deference shown 
him. His good manners impress 
themselves upon those who meet 
him as being unusual for even those 
"to the manor born," for Park ave- 
nue isn't the place you look for the 
best manners and the most ardent 
devotees of Mrs. Emily Post's sub- 
bible. 


Connecticut Country Home. 
Mr. and Mrs. Tunney have a 
country place in Connecticut, and 
an apartment on Fifth Avenue in 
one of the blocks opposite Central 
park.

Criticises Senate For 


'Refusal Co-operate 


With Hoover. 


WASHINGTON, July 5— O.N.S.) 


—Representative John Q. Tilson of 
Connecticut, republican leader of 
the house, today issued a statement 
through the publicity machinery of 
the republican national committee 
sharply critizing the senate*and 
praising the record* of the first 
"Hoover congress." 


The Tilson statement climaxed 


the break between the two houses 
which developed over the tariff 
bill and grew until at. the'end 
members of each body were freely 
hurling charges at the other. Sur- 
prise was occasioned by .Tilson's 
*use of the 
republican 
national 


committee for his statement. 


Detailing the major bills passed 


by congress, Tilson said: 


' House Co-Operates. 


"A militant house of representa- 


tives, imbued with the will to co- 
operate with the 
administration, 
has enabled President Hoover to 
carry out it very comprehensive and 
far reaching legislative program. 
"Overcoming persistent efforts of 
senate democrats at obstruction, 
the republican majority In the 
house with the aid of the republi- 
can leaders of the senate, made 
possible the" translation into law of 
practically every major proposal 
put forward by the president in 
his several special and regular 
messages. The record of legislative 
achievements speaks for itself." 
Pointing out that the house sent 
the president's entire law enforce- 
ment program to the senate, where 
half of it died. Tilson said: 


House Makes Unusual Stand. 
"But the record of the co-opera- 
tion of the house with the adminis- 
tration by "not means ends here.

Next to his profession—Roberts 
has been a full professor at tne 
University of Pennsylvania, assist- 
ant district attorney, special deputy 
attorney general after the war, and 
of course most recently government 
counsel-in the Doheny-Sinclair oil 
cases—the -Supreme court nominee 
has'one great avocation. He enjoys 
'farming. 
Prom his early boyhood he has 
wanted to own and run a farm and 
now that his ambition is satisfied.*

U. S. Health Service Begins Study 


Of Alarming Increase in Number 


Of Persons With Mental Disorders 


WASHINGTON, July 5—(I.N.S.) 


—Under recently granted congres- 
sional authority, the United States 
public health service has started a 
study of the nation's varied.mental 
complexes. 


Officials said today that there is 
a wide, prevalence of suffering from 
mental disorders, resulting in many 
c-^es from "shell shock," not the 
war variety from actual shells, -but 
the ordinary mental shocks that 
come in everyday life. 
Dr. Walter L. Treadway, assist- 
ant surgeon general, is directing 
the study. The program is a part 
of the government's effort to curb 
narcotic addiction. Two narcotic 
farms will be established, a move 
which will do much to check the 
evil and to cure 'addicts, according 
to officials. 
Narcotics Boreafr Established. 
The bill enacted by congress, 
which established a bureau of nar- 
cotics in the treasury, placed a di- 
vision of mental hygiene in the 
public health service. The new di- 
vision has taken over the super- 
vision .of the mental deficiencies of 
federal prisoners. 
uiKier the law the division is 
charged wtih the investigation and 
treatment of the use of narcotic 


drugs, and 
with studies 
of the 
causes, prevention and treatment of 
mental and nervous disorders. 
Extensive work will not be done 
until a competent staff of psychiat- 
rists is formed. Although the gov- 
ernment will not be able to pay 
these mental experts large salaries, 
it was the opinion that it would not 
be difficult to form the staff. 
Number Is Increasing. 
Surgeon General Hugh S. Cum- 
ming said: 
, 
"The necessity for. directing ef- 
forts toward the 
prevention of 
mental disorders, toward the con- 
servation of meaftal health, and 
toward the amelioration of.adverse 
mental states is brought to our at- 
tention by the ever increasing num- 
ber of persons with mental dis- 
orders seeking aid in public institu- 
tions. 
"During the fifty year period from 


1880 
to 1930, the rate of persons 
under the care of state hospitals for 
the insane alone had increased from 
81 to more than 220 per each 100,000 
of the general population. The rate 
had almost trebled, ^but the actual 
number of cases under care had in- 
creased to almost six times the num- 
ber under care in 1880. 
"It is estimated that there are at 
least 900,000 feeble-minded persons 
in the United States today."

The board of directors of the Lincoln Woman's club is 


framing a program of work for the new year. In doing this 
they are reviewing the accomplishments of the past, and 
have found that since the beginning of the organization in 
1894> each year the activities have been based on the motto 
of the club, printed on the title page of the year book. It is 
"Let us so live in our generation that what comes to us 
bud we pass on as flower; wh'at came to us a flower we 
pass on as fruit." 


When, the club was organized the 


membership 
at 
one t'me near?* 
there has been'a steady growth, the 
membrship at 
one time nearly 
reaching 2,000. Composed of ele.ven 
departments the club's programs 
have offered a wide variety of 
study. Each department is a distinct 
unit. It has its own officers and 
program, and anyone holding a club 
membership is admitted to the 
meetings. Because of this General 
Federation News, the national mag- 
azine says: "The woman's club of- 
fers four things to women — the 
democratic spirit, specific work to 
do, common interests, and escape 
from the daily grind." Of the Ne- 
braska Federation, it also says: "Ne-

Old A&e Security 


New York State To Relieve Poverty Of 50,000 As 


Pension Law Becomes Effective In Fall.

(By Central Press.) 


NEW YORK, July 5— More than 


20,000 old men and women who have 
not found New York to be the won- 
der city of their dreams will find 
that New York state has given heed 
to their poverty and intends to make 
the evening of their life a happier 
one.With- the signing of the old age 
security bill by Gov. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt of New York, these thou- 
sands of old folk are turning weary 
eyes to a beacon etbat flashes a 
message of hope and an easier old 
age, without hurt to their pride and 
self respect. 
The state aims to have its resi- 
dents who bave passed the alloted 
three score and ten years look back- 
ward with a smile on their yester- 
years and face the balance of then- 
lives with assurance and the knowl- 
edge that they will be taken care of 
by a paternal legislature. 


Prepare For Rush. 


An army of clerks has been re- 
cruited to take care of the old folk 
who are already besieging the office 
of the department of public welfare, 
although application blanks will not 
be available until September. And 
it is estimated that 30,000 more 
superannuated citizens in the upper 
part of the state will make applica- 
tion for relief as soon as the neces- 
sary forms are forthcoming. 
Many of these early applicants 
are old couples who see in the en- 
actment of this bill a chance to 
pass their old age without the ter- 
ror of separation and the dreaded 
stigma of pauperism. 
Under the law relief will be forth- 
coming to any person who is 70 
years old, a citizen of the United 
States, and a resident of New York 
for at least ten yearc prior to his 
application Tor help, and unable to 
support himself wholly or in part, 
and has no children or other per- 
sons to help him financially. It is 
Tor the alleviation of such conditions

only that the state is prepared to 
render service. 
The bill is the result of many 
years of agitation and labor by 
many prominent men and women 
who believe that the state should 
render relief and help to the aged 
in their own homes rather than in 
poorhouses. 
Governor Roosevelt is still of the 


opinion that the bill smacks too 
much of an extension of the exist- 
poor laws, but believes that it will 
serve to be the first step in an am- 
bitious and comprehensive scheme 
to create real old age security, a 
scheme that will be nationwide in 
its endeavors to remove forever the 
terrors of indigent old age. 
At present thirty-four countries, 
including Canada, offer their aged 
poor relief in. the form of pensions, 
and no nation has yet discarded it 
or reported any drawbacks to the 
scheme. It is hoped to make the 
old age security plan of the United 
States the most far reaching in its 
aims and aid of any plan yet devised 
or in operation. 
Relief Cost Great. 
The expense of the New York 
state law which will ultimately call 
for an expenditure of $12,000,000 
yearly, will, it Is thought, be con- 
siderably offset by the large sav- 
ing in abolishing poorhouses. 
Thus the aged will be making 
their own contribution to the ex- 
chequer of the community. Theife 
is to be no T"^n'Tn"Tn Or mmriTTiiiTn 
amount for relief. 
The amount is to be determined 
solely by the needs and circum- 
stances of each applicant It may 
be in excess of $50 per month or 
it may be only ,a monthly pension 
of $5. 
It has been estimated that the 
average cost to the state and the 
localities of each case will be $242 
per year, although officials of old 
e pension plan in Utah state 
at the average cost of the pension 
system per inhabitant was but 8 
cents per month.

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VENEZUELA IS BIRTHPLACE OF SOUTH AMERICAN LIBERTY 
HOMELAND OF SIMON BOLIVAR MAKING AMAZING PROGRESS UNDER JUAN VINCENTE GOMEZ, FORMER MOUNTAIN MULE DRIVER

T La Guira the Venezu- 


elan mountains come 


down to dip their feet in the 
blue waters of the Caribbean 
sea. Nor are they the garden 
variety of mountain, such as 
one sees in the eastern part 
of the United States; for one 
peak," La Silla, towers to a 
height of 9,000 feet, and to 
reach Caracas, which in a 
straight line is only seven 
miles away, one must ascend 
4,000 feet and travel a dis- 
tance of twenty-three miles. 
But the journey is a most 
enjoyable one, over a wdnder- 
ful concrete highway, with 
enchanting vistas continually 
attracting the eye, and thrills 
aplenty provided by the speed 
maniac who sits at the wheel 
of every car. 


La Guira is hot. Shut off 


from the land breeze by the 
mountains at its back, it is a 
real tropical city, the princi- 
pal port of Venezuela, though 
its population, including su- 
burbs, is only 21,000, while 
that of Maracaibo is 102,000. 
It is not an attractive city, 
though, as seen from the 
harbor, it is somewhat pic- 
turesque, straggling 
along 


the steep slopes of the moun- 
tain, its red tile roofs reflect- 
ing the glittering sunlight. 
But with a motor car in 
waiting one gets out as 
quickly as possible and is 
soon in a more bearable 
atmosphere. 


The highway from La Guira to 
Caracas is a never-ending source 
of surprise, not only as an engineer- 
ing feat, but for the views which 
are continually flashing upon the 
vision. The road itself is replete 
•with horseshoe and hairpin curves 
and twists and switchbacks winding 
around jutting points of the moun- 
tain, and hanging over yawning 
chasms, where thousands of feet 
below one may glimpse through the 
dense foliage a stream, which from 
the'distance has the appearance of 
a tiny white silk ribbon. At times 
it happens that miles and miles of 
the valley may be seen at one time, 
and when this occurs, wee huts may 
be observed at different points, each 
surrounded by a splotch of more 
vivid green than marks the land- 
scape elsewhere. 
Beauty of the Montains. 
While close at hand the moun- 
tains are anything but beautiful, 
being made up of brown sand and 
stone, 
covered with 
cactus, ugly 
shrubs and a few dwarfed trees, 
seen at a distance of miles, across 
the great valley, they present a 
picture which must bring exclama- 
tions of delight from one with, any 
artistic sense whatever. The hues 
are so varied and so changeable.as 
to be simply indescribable; for there 
is deep, vivid green, olive and purple 
and blue and chocolate, tinged with

scarlet, blending into a deep brown; 
and then, every intermediate shade 
between all these. With every turn 
of the car the color scheme changes, 
and there are many turns. 
Beside the highway and climbing 
about on the seemingly inaccessible 
crags in every direction are to be 
seen goats of every size and des- 
cripiton; for the breeding of goats 
is one of the chief industries of the 
country, which, in 1926 exported 
goatskins of the value of nearly a 
half million dollars, almost all of 
which came to the United States. In 
addition there are trie inept and 
milk from the animals. 


Beautiful Caracas. 
Caracas, capital of the United 
States of Venezuela, and the prin- 
cipal city of that republic, has a 
population of slightly over 135,000. 
Seen from the mountain as one 
enters, it presents a picture of 
colorful beauty and rare charm, and 
one is so anxious to see it at close 
range that be ceases to admonish 
the dare devil driver to go slower. 
Its red tile roofs glisten in the bright 
sunlight, as they nestle amongst the 
royal palms and other verdure, most 
of them being almost flat. But here 
and there appears the tower of some 
church or public building lending 
variety to the view. Nearly all of 
the resiliences are of stucco, tinted 
pale blue, or pink, or green, or some 
other delicate shade, and are highly 
attractive in appearance. 
The city lies a thousand feet be- 
low the highest point passed in 
reaching It, and through it flows the 
Quaire river, a beautiful, clear 
mountain stream, though not large. 
Trie streets 'are broad, for a Spanish 


city, are well paved and clean, 
though some of them, in the older 
portion, are typically narrow. There 
are electric lights, telephones, an 
ice plant, good water and breweries. 
In the downtown section the resi- 
dences abut abruptly on the narrow 
sidewalks, while senoritas may be 
seen gazing through the barred 
windows. Inside, however, there are 
invariably open courts, with flow- 
ering plants, caged birds and other 
pets -as well as children. 
oThe center of activity is the Plaza 
Bolivar a "broad open square in the 
center of which stands the famous 
bronze equestrian statue of the 
Liberator. We visited the, plaza on 
Sunday and a young man sur- 
rounded by perhaps a hundred 
listeners was Making a speech from 
the base of mis statue, it being 
understood that this is one of the 
favorite pastimes of students and 
politicos. He was given some little 
applause but no ovation, and when 
he had finished the crowd dis- 
persed, no doubt seeking other di- 
version. Each Sunday morning the 
national lottery \lrawing takes place 
on this plaza. 
Home of Bolivar. 


Not far from the plaza is the re- 
constructed home of Bolivar, the 
place where he was bom. For years 
after his death it was used as a 
warehouse, until it fell to pieces. 
Then the populace realized the 
neglect of which it had been guilty 
and constructed an exact • replica, 
which now houses a Bolivar museum, 
among the relics therein being the 
bed in which he was born. 
The Pantheon, final resting place 


of the nation's heroes, occupies a 


commanding site. It was originally 
intended for a church, and is a 
large white building. Most of those 
who visit it do so for the purpose ol 
viewing the mausoleum of Bolivar 
and these behold a magnificent 
marble monument beneath 
the 


cupola, the work of the Italian 
sculptor, Tenerani. At the base of 
this exquisite work of art rest the 
ashes of the liberator,' except the 
heart, whiflb. was left at Santa 
Marta, the scene of his death. . 
There are many other places of 
interest in this flourishing city, in- 
cluding the market, where are dis- 
played tropical fruits of every 
variety, and-flowers of every hue. 
Birds of rarest beauty are also of- 
fered for sale, but when-a very small 
boy approached us and solicited us 
to buy an unusually lovely little 
creature, confined in a tiny cage, 
we were touched with pity for both 
the bird and the boy. Those people 
deprive more birds and 
small 
animals of liberty than any others 
in this world. 
The market 
offers the usual 
variety of souvenirs, as well as 
everything to eat and many things 
to wear, including many styles of 
hats, and it is quite an orderly and 
well conducted place, as Latin 
maukets go. 
Find Jazz Everywhere. 


But it was luncheon time, so we 
went to the Venezuela club, where 
we found places on a wide veranda, 
overlooking a charming tropical 
garden. Out in the midst of the 
foliage an orchestra was half con- 
cealed, and we were delighted; for 
we felt certain that we were to hear 
some characteristic Venezuelan

At intervals Giere are 
charming parks, while statuary is 
also to be frequently seen. In a 
plaza along the avenue one comes 
across a work of this kind which 
has a very familiar appearance, and 
the inscription informs the visitor 
that the subject is "Don Jorg Wash- 
ington, the Founder of the Great 
Republic of the North," We were 
there on February 23, and the 
wreaths at the base of the statue 
bore cards saying that they had 
been placed there by the members 
of the "American Colony." 
It might be noted that there is 
also a statue of Bolivar in Cen- 
tral park, New York City. 


Is Big Country. 


Anyone who has an idea that 
Venezuela is an insignificant, \est 
pocket country, has another guess 
coming. It has an area 9f 393,976 
square miles, which is approximately 
that of the fourteen North Ameri- 
can states bordering on the Atlantic 
ocean, with West Virginia thrown 
in. It is not so densely populated, 
however, 
having 
but 
3,026,878, 
which is only 7.6 per square mile. It 
has any kind of a climate one may 
desire. The coast regions and the 
llanos to the south of the moun- 
tains and along the Orinoco river 
are 
tropical; » the 
Intermediate 
mountain plateaus and valleys are 
temperate, while the upper reaches 
of the Andes are covered perpetual- 
ly with snow and ice. 
Caracas is a city of 
perpetual 
spring ,the average temperature be- 
ing 67. It has gone as high as 90, 
but the average for December, Jan- 
uary, and February ls'48. The aver- 
age rainfall for each year Is 3189 
inches, practically all of which falls 
from June to November, inclusive. 


Although Venezuela is experienc- 
ing 
a 
tremendous 
commercial 
growth, its possibilities in this re- 
spect are as yet little beyond the 
embryonic state. In 1918 its Imports 
were W5.434.005. while in 1927 they 
were $70,172,682, of which $36,666,175 
or over 50 per cent, went from the 
United States. In 1918 the exports 
amounted to $35,247,222. and in 1927 
the total was $155,886339. Of these 
the United States took $20,233,382, 
which was many times more than 
was taken by any other county ex- 
ceut the Netherlands, whose total 
was $47,114,722. 
It must not be imagined, how- 
ever, that Holland imported gcods 
to that amount from 
Venezuela. 
The oil fields surrounding Lake 
Maracaibo on the northern coast of 
the republic are amonj th° greatest 
producers in the entire world, and 
a large part of their output is sent 
to the Dutch island of Curacao, ly- 
ing off the coast a short distance, 
almost directly opposite Maracaibo. 
There the Dutch Shell company has 
immense refineries 
and storage 
tanks, and thither every oil burning 
ship visiting that part of the world 
goes for fuel. Osr ship took oil at 
Curacao sufficient to run it to New 
York, thence to Liverpool and back 
to Montreal 
Has Varied Resources. 


The mineral resources of Vene- 
zuela are varied. Including gold. 
which has been mined from the 
earliest time. coal, iron and copper. 
None of these has been exploited, 
but the time is certain to come 
when an win be. The country has 
asphalt lakes much greater in ex- 
tent than those on Trinidad, but 
they have not as yet been worked 
extensively, although the product is 
said to be purer than that of the 
nearby island- The forests is the 
southern part of the country con- 
tain untold quantities of valuable 
woods, and some of them have not 
even bee nexplorcd. 
The chief resources of the coun- 
try up to this time .however, have 
been agriculture and livestock. The 
country raises excellent coffee, and 
approximately half of its exports

without doubt prove the principal 
sources of income for the republic, 
along with the great petroleum 
fields. Has Colorful History. 


The history of Venezuela is color- 


ful and dramatic. 
Columbus first 
saw the coast on his third voyage, 
but supposed it was an island and 
did not land. The next year Alonzo 
do Ojeda .accompanied by Amerigo 
Vespucci, a Venetian, came out. The 
latter saw the huts "on the shore of 
Maracabo lake, set up on stilts,-and 
as they reminded him of Venice he 
called the country Venezuela, or 
Little Venice. First attempts at col- 
onization met with little success, 
owing to the savage nature of the 
aborigines, but finally settlements 
were established, the present city of 
Caracas being founded in 1567. 


After %he Indians had been sub- 
dued tiie colonists had to contend 
with buccaneers and pirates. Francis 
Drake once captured LaGuira and 
the garrison from Caracas went 
down the valley to intercept him 
and prevent him reaching the cap- 
ital, but he slipped around by an- 
other route, sacked the city and es- 
caped with a million dollars worth 
of treasure 
while the 
garrison 
waited. He died at sea not far from 
here, the result of a wound previ- 
ously received, in attempting to take 
Porto Rica. 
Venezuela is- the birthplace of 
South American liberty, as well as 


that of the liberator, Simon Bolivar, 
whose story is as full of romance 
and tragedy as that of his country. 
Born of an aristocratic and wealthy 
family, he had married at the age 
of nineteen a girl of his own Cara- 
cas, and had taken her on a trip to 
America, where she died. He was 
heartbroken and thought that there 
was nothing to live for, when one 
day in Vienna, with his old tutor 
and confidante, Rodriguez, his des- 
tiny was revealed to him, and he 
saw himself the deliverer of his 
country. 
America 


He returned to South 
by way of the United 
States .stopping for several weeks 
at Boston. 
Fight for Independence. 


Previous attempts ac independ- 
ence had been made as early as 
1797, but had failed. That soldier 
of liberty, Francisco Miranda, who 
had fought with Rochambeau in the 
American revolution, and had also 
had a conspicuous part in the 
French revolution, had made vari- 
ous attempts to free his country 
from the Spanish yoke and failed, 
But soon after Bolivar reached 
Venezuela, in 1910, there was an up- 
rising in Caracas; On April 19 the 
Spanish governor was deposed and 
sailed for Europe. On March 2, 1911, 
a constitutional congress met and 
on July 5 of the same year the De- 
claration 
of 
Independence was 
promulgated. Miranda was placed 
at the head of the army, but though 


he was a great patriot and agitator, 
he did not prove to be a great com- 
mander and in 1912 he was com- 
pelled to capitulate. Spanish au- 
thority being again established, anc1 
Miranda died In a Spanish prison 
The following year Bolivar took up 
arms. 
With the fall of the Miranda gov- 
ernment Bolivar had fled to Cura- 
cao He was penniless and his es- 
tates had been confiscated. But he 
sold his last jewels and went to New 
Grenada, now .Colombia, to which \ 
the Spaniards had not been able, 
to penerate, though they held all 
of Veneuela. He was commissioned/ 
a colonel and started up the Mag-1 
dalena river with a few men on 
rafts. But bis army grew, for his 
reputation as a fighter and com- 
mander had "preceded him, and he i 
swept everything before him. 
The 
Spanish garrisons were annihilated, 
and the Liberator led his army., 
.amdist the greatest hardpships and 
privations over the lofty Cordilleras.. 
a feat the enemy never dreamed! 
would be undertaken. 
f 


But Bolivar was determined tor 
again free 
Venezuela, which he > 


succeeded in doing. His appearance 
was a complete surprise to the 
Spaniards, who were everywhere 
slain or put to flight. With incred-.j 
ible switness the army of the Lib-* 
erator advanced, entering Caracas 
on August 6, 1813. But this victory 
wasjiot permanent, and again Boli- 
var was compelled to leave the 
country. In fact the war rageti 
almost continuously until June 24, 
1821, when the Spaniards were de- 
feated decisively at Carabobo, thus 
putting an end to their rule in the 
northern part of South America. 


Frees Five Countries. 


Under the leadership of Bolivar 


Veneuela, Colombia, Ecuador, Peru 
and Bolivia gained their freedom, 
but while this was going on he was 
at all times beset by the Jealousies 
of other commanders, who did all 
within their power to ruin him, in 
their attempts jeopardizing the lib- 
erties of their own countries, and 
retarding final victory for many 
years. In his desperation Bolivar 
twice visited the black republic of 
Haiti, where he was rendered valu- 
able aid by the 
who furnished 
ammunition. 


president, Petion, 
money, arms and 


All of Bolivar's fortune was sacri- 


ficed upon the altar of Liberty. But 
worse than that his health was 
shattered. Twice he had led armies 
across the Cordilleras and he had 
at all times shared the fare and 
the fortune of the common soldier. 
exposing himself to every sort of 
hardship. At the age of forty-six, 
in poverty, practically deserted by 
those who owed him everything, he 
died of tubeculosis at Santa Marta. 
A few friends and some poor In- 
dians 
attended the funeral, for 
which It was necessary to borrow 
money to pay. Since then, however, 
Venezuelans have attoed as far as 
lay In their power for the Injustice 
done Bolivar while he was alive, 
and the name of no mortal who 
ever trod the earth is so honored 
and venerated as that of the Liber- 
ator. 
For three-quarters of a century 


Venezuelans led a hectic existence. 
Presidents came and they went, 
changes of administration being ac-

and costing $96,000, It is 


the largest of five major reser- 
voirs owned by the city that are 
held in readiness for emergency 
purposes. 


Built of concrete and steel, the 


reservoir is 170 feet wide, 200 feet 
long and 20 feet in depth. The 
steel used weighs 320 tons Thirty- 
three thousand sacks of cement 
were required along with 7,600 toes 
of gravel, and 16,000 cubic yards of 
grading was necessary. There is a 
roof over the entire structure. This „ r 
covered with earth which wiE be When this has bpen done there was 


tits rssf. Tht <3oor is mads of iron 
and is so heavy that two men are 
recmired to raise it. 
Before the reservoir is filled, 


even for the tests, tie walls and 
floor are thoroughly clcans«d.

THE INLAND EMPIRE. 


One of the last acts of President Hoover in con- 


nection with approving legislation put through dur- 
ing the session of the seventy-first congress was to 
sign the rivers and harbors' bill, authorizing an ex- 
penditure of $144,881.902 for the 
Improvement of 


transportation facilities, particularly in the Missis- 
sippi and Missouri valleys. 


The Kansas City Star's Washington correspondent, 


who is supposed to know and understand Mr. Hoov- 
er's mind better than any other newspaper represen- 
tative in the national capital declares the president 
expressed greater satisfaction over that measure 
than any which came to him. It was the fruition of 
a dream of his. Mr. Hoover had been talking inland 
•waterways for five years; in fact much of the em- 
phasis of his campaign for the 
presidency was 


placed upon that program. He saw in it the libera- 
tion of the Central West from costly transportation 
charges. 


In this connection the president said: 
"In the aggregate, this inland waterway under- 
taking represents a larger project than even the Pan- 
ama canal. It will provide employment for thousands 
of men, it should be fruitful of decreased transporta- 
tion charges on bulk goods, should bring great bene- 
fits to our farms and to our industries. It should 
result in a better distribution of population away from 
congested centers." 


It is the ardent wish of Nebraska and her neigh- 


bors that the optimistic hopes of the president are 
fully justified by results. What is projected is a long- 
term program, possibly ten to fifteen years, and far 
more extensive than has been publicly .discussed. It 
is not the plan of the president that waterway im- 
provement should end with completion of the lines 
on the two largest streams. Ultimately he hopes to 
see barge transportation established on rivers of the 
size of the Kaw and the Big Blue In the event that 
engineering studies reveal a sufficient flow of water 
to sustain traffic. That would be taking water trans- 
portation to the backyards of the farmers of Kansas 
and Nebraska, without even necessitating so much as 
a short haul over the railroads. 


Whether America, accustomed to speed In trans- 


portation, win return to the slower methods of watt<r 
navigation, remains to be answered. That has been 
the one doubtful questfcn In the plan from the start, 
and the history of canal and river * transportation 
does not furnish any too substantial foundation for 
optimism. It is cheaper, to be sure, but it is likewise 
infinitely slower, and it has become virtually a na- 
tional characteristic of the American people to want 
what they want right away. 


But even if the nation sinks $144,000,000 in a proj- 


ect which proves of dubious economic value in the 
solution of pressing problems today, it would be no 
worse than has been done repeatedly along the At- 
lantic and Pacific seaboards. For those regions the 
purse strings have been wide open and hundreds of 
minions of dollars have been poured into internal 
improvements for which the entire country paid. That 
policy has built up those regions at the expense of 
the Middle West, has given them, impressive public 
works, has furnished employment to hundreds of 
thousands of men, and the maintenance of these im- 
provement* has imparted a stability through perma- 
nent Jobs for large numbers. It is to Mr. Hoover's 
credit that he has lifted his eyes beyond the AUe- 
ghanles and will spend some of the tax funds in a 
section which has been largely ignored. 


The decision to spend more than a hundred mil- 


lion dollars In the Central West will mean improved 
business here. It will provide work for men who are 
now idle for a number of years to come. It wffl put 
vast sums of money into circulation which otherwise 
would not be spent here. 


In a larger sense the Inland waterways program 


which has received approval means the Com Belt 
wHl have an effective club against the recent tend- 
encies to advance transportation costs. For years the 
railroad rates have been advancing 'although there 
is no region in the United States where operation can 
be maintained at lower cost The absence of heavy 
grades, of mountains, with their costly engineering 
problems, of great rivers, with expensive bridges to.be 
maintained, should give to the Central Western states 
a decided advantage. Even if inland transportation 
is not developed to the extent which its advocates 
anticipate there will always be the threat against 
added extortion through higher, unjust rates. Given 
even a fair break with the East and the Far West in 
the matter of transportation charges, the Central 
West will take good care of itself. There is more 
truth thdh poeby in the claim that the bill just 
signed by tne president may usher in a new day for 
the inland empire of America.

WEALTH A KEY TO OFFICE. 


Dwight Griswold, state commander of the Ameri- 


can Legion, struck what is coming to be a very 
popular note when, in his address at Falls City Fri- 
day he again called attention to the increasing poten- 
cy of wealth as a means to the acquirement of poli- 
tical preferment. "It seems that none can be elected 
to office without being wealthy," he said, continuing, 
"It does not speak well for the future." 


Of course it is not true that great wealth is a nec- 


essary requirement to election to any and all offices, 
for there are some places which men of means do 
not care for, and to these any man or .woman may 
aspire with a fair chance of success being dependent 
upon merit or acquaintance. But the positions of in- 
fluence and power are more and more being monop- 
olized by those who are plentifully blessed with the 
goods of this world. 
. This is particularly true where candidates are vot- 
ed upon by the electors of an entire state. To land 
a nomination in a campaign of this kind requires an 
organization extending not only into every county, 
but into every precinct, and to perfect such an army 
and have it function effectively requires a tremen- 
dous outlay of money. Ruth Hanna McCormick, who 
spent a quarter of a million to win the nomination 
in Illinois, according to the report made by her, paid 
out most of this vast sum on local organizations. In 
other words, she bought up, or "hired" most of the 
regular political workers in the state and trotted in 
a winner.

"Prayer is the Christian's vital

It does not consist In the use of 
many words, however^cloqusnt. On 
the 
contrary, Jesus condemned 
long, 
ostentatious 
supplications, 
formally conceived and repeated. 
Many believing men and women 
cannot say all that is in their hearts, 
but 
their 
deep 
longings 
are 
answered by Him who knows their 
Inmost being. 
Yet we have to guard against the 
lessened effort to pray simply be- 
cause oral prayer is difficult. True, 
"every righteous act and desire to 
do the right is essentially prayer- 
ful." and can be conceived as sup- 
plication In action. Nevertheless 
prayer involves much more than 
that! nothing: less, indeed, than a 
specific approach to the God who 
draws near to us whenever we 
draw near to Him. 
Is not friendship perfected in fel- 
lowship? There is no richer joy 
than that which the actual pres- 
ence of our loved ones creates in 
us. To commune with them is one 
of life's rare privileges. Likewise 
the felt presence of our redeeming 
and consoling Father is the crown 
of all strength and comfort. Hence 
our need for a holy of holies where 
we offer to Him the sacrifices of 
praise and thanksgiving. There you 
can make your wants known to the 
One who never misunderstands the 
seeking spirit. 
There He has pledged His aid, 
and promised that even before 
you speak He will answer you.

Before 
going further, however, let me say 
that it Is a mistake to suppose 
there are fifteen great books which 
everybody_who writes or speaks in 
public should study constantly. One 
man's choice may be quite differ- 
ent from another man's, though | 
some books would probably appear ' 
in both lists. You cannot stand- 
ardize literature because you can- 
not standardize personality. If you 
could what chance would original- 
ity have? The following list is one 
which another person will probably 
criticize adversely because it omits 
volumes significant for him, but of 
less importance to me. 


The Bible. Plato's "Dialogues," 
Darwin's "Origin of Species" and , 
Shakespeare's Plays and Sonnets 
may pass without challenge. They 
are the classics of Hebraism, Chris- 
tianity, Greek thought, modern 
science and of the tragedy and 
comedy of existence. 
Frazer's "Golden Bough" and 
Buckle's "History of Civilisation" 
give us the story of man and his 
environment; his severe struggle 
for light and liberty, just as Cer- 
vantes' "Don Quixote" is a master- 
piece of blended melancholy and 
humor, showing man in his diver- 
sified moments. He is an indi- 
vidual, as well as a member of so- 
ciety, and Emerson's Essays demand 
a place on that account. Goethe's 
"Faust" is the masterly portrayal 
of one individual in particular, the 
history of a single soul. Sir Francis 
Bacon's Essays handle various hu- 
man types and their definite phases 
of thought and feeling. 
Religion figures conspicuously in 


life, not always dogmatic or creedal, 
but as an attitude of the souL You 
find it in Milton's epics, as well as 
in St. Augustine's "Confessions" or 
Thomas 
A. Kempis's "Imitatio 
Christi." fe 
In the realm of art Lessing's "La- 
ocoon" has in it a wonderful disci- 
pline, especially at a time when the 
meaning of art is desperately de- 
bated, and Buskin's "Modern Paint- 
ers" is a marvel of beautiful expo- 
sition.

Take Your Troubles To Minerva 


Was "Old-Fashioned" Moral- 


ity Better Or Worse Than 
the Code of Morals Of To- 
day—Minerva Votes For 
the Modern. 


Today and Yesterday- 
"World needs old-fashioned mor- 


ality." 
I read this headline In a paper 
recently. 
What is old-fashioned 
morality, and In what way does it 
differ from newer fashions, if any? 


A few hundred years ago it was 
considered moral to kill one another 
in a private quarrel., In fact, a man 
who did not avenge himself after 
even a slight offense, by trying to 
kill his enemy in a duel, was 
branded as a coward. 
Human life was cheap. In spite 


of the Ten Commandments, which 
forbade murder, adultery, etc., men 
did kill one another for very trivial 
reasons. And it was allowable in 
Biblical times for men to have more 
than one wife. 
Much later it was no disgrace for 


kings openly to have mistresses, 
who were oftentimes given much 
more attention and honor than the 
queen, who was compelled to treat 
them well and often to live under 
the same roof with them. 


Kings still have mistresses—some 


kings—but they are not exactly 
honored, nor usually allowed to live 
at the palace. And they are cer- 
tainly not accepted by the queens. 
So It looks as if the new morality 
is more "old fashioned" than the 
old, doesn't it? The single stand- 
ard of morals for both sexes is more 
talked about and practiced than 
ever before, although some people 
seem to think that women have 
lowered their 
standards rather 
than that men have raised theirs. 
Be that as it may, I don't think 


we want to go back to real "old- 
fashioned" n-orality, do we? 
Nor 


do we want to return to the 
squeamishness and 
concealed vice 


of what are playfully called "the 
bay nineties." 
Truth, loyalty, clean living are 
all old-fashioned and as new and 
fresh as the new-blown rose. They 
are, in fact, never out of fashion. 


Peace At a Price. 


Should wo do things we don't 
want to, to keep peace, say, with a 
mother-in-law? 
Especially if said 
mother-in-law does not do what she 
does not want to do to please us. 
If such things don't involve a 
moral principle, we should, don$ 
you think? Of course you can 
argue that in doing so and trying 
to give the impression that we are 
pleased to do them, we may be act- 
ing an untruth, but I don't believe 
that kind of deceiving would con- 
demn anyone. 
I don't believe in "peace at any 
price," in any relation, but I do 
think that if we can sacrifice our- 


selves a little to keep harmony in 
the family we should do it. 


Dear Minerva: I want you to help 
me. I am a very religious girl, yet 
something always happens to make 
the best of us'make mistakes. About 
nine months ago I met a fellow ten 
years my senior. I am eighteen. We 
liked each other from the start. 
About the third time I went out 
with him he told me he was mar- 
ried but did not live with his wife. 
I told him that I could not go 
with him, knowing that my reputa- 
tion was at stake. He coaxed me and 
told me he loved me-, and so, we 
started seeing each other secretly 
so there would be no talk. I forgot 
to mention one fact. He told me he 
had a little boy, two years old, that 
he thought the world of. 
Well, we went together about 
three months and was wonderful to 
me. Then he began acting worried 
and finally told me his wife had 
come back and that he could not 
put her out of his life because he 
was afraid of losing the boy.

complished by bullets rather than 
by ballots. Then a man came down 
from the Andes who has proved the 
strongest since Bolivar, and he still 
directs'the destiny of the state. Be- 
for the advent of Juan Vincente 
Gomaez, President Grover Cleveland 
of the United States had the oppor- 
tunity of extending the application 
of the Monroe doctrine to a post 
it had never before reached, and 
that opportunity was provided by 
Venezuela. 
When Cleveland Acted. 


From the date of her independ- 
ence that republic had been in dis- 
agreement with Great Britain over 
the division line between itself and 
British Guiana and the dispute 
reached, an acute stage during the 
administration of President Crespo, 
who had sought vainly to have the 
matter submitted to arbitration, af- 
ter which he appealed to Washing- 
ton. Cleveland tackled the matter 
with characteristic vigor. Our am- 
bassador to London sought to bring 
about arbitration, but like the old 
time employer of labor, 
England 
replied that there "was nothing to 
arbitrate." . Then Mr. Cleveland 
sent a message to congress which 
was received with the wildest ac- 
claim by that body, and which 
caused consternation in London. 
That was on Dec. 17, 1895, and in 
his message the president said:

stage as to make It now incumbent 
on the United States to take meas- 
ures to determine the true division 
line between the republic of Ven- 
ezuela and British Guiana. And 
when such a report is made it will*fzuela- 
be the duty of the United States to 
resist by every means in its power 
the appropriation by Great Britain 
of any lands .which, after investi- 
gation, we have determined of right 
belong to Venezuela. In making 
these recommendations I am fully 
alive to the responsibility incurred, 
and keenly realize all the conse- 
quences that may follow. There is 
no calamity which a great nation 
can Invite which equals that which 
follows a supine 
submission to 
wrong." 


At the same time, Richard Olney. 
who was secretary of state, in the 
course of his instructions to Am- 
bassador Bayard in London said: 
"Today the United States is prac- 
tically sovereign on this continent, 
and its fiat is law upon the subjects 
to which it confines its interposi- 
tion." 


The consequence of the publica- 
tion of these messages was that 
Great Britain discovered that after 
all, It did have something to arbi- 
trate, and it was arbitrated with 
approximate satisfaction to all con- 
cerned, everybody living happily 
ever afterward. 


Advent of Gomez. 


Heading one of the 
periodical 
revolutionary armies, came Cipriano 
Castro down fram the fastnesses of 
the Andes, overthrowing the exist-, 
ing government in October, 1899, 
though he was not confirmed in the 
presidency until February, 1901. He 
was an untutored Indian, who had 
been a muleteer, and some histor- 
ians ^ay that he had also been.a 
cattle thief. He was also an in- 
veterate drunkard and a lascivious 
monster, according to all reports, 
but he remained at the head of the 
government until 1909, when he 
sailed for Europe, for the purpose 
of obtaining medical treatment. 


Coming to Caracas with Castro 
was Gomez, his lieutenant, who was 
made vice president. He too, was 
uneducated, and his previous 
honesty has'been questioned. But 
during the entire administration he 
was more popular than his chief, 
and when the latter went away and 
left Gomez in charge, the act of the 
vice president in seizing the govern- 
ment met with the highest approval. 
He was also applauded when he re- 
fused to allow Castro to land when 
the latter sought to return and 
there was little mourning when the 
former dictator died in foreign 
parts. 


So Juan Vincente Gomez has been 
dictator of Venezuela since 1909,and 
it is not believed any living man 
could have done more for the coun- 
try than has this unlettered moun- 
taineer, 'who is more Indian than 
Spaniard. The secret of his success 
is that he knows his people, being 
himself one of them, and he is 
anxious for their elevation and ad- 
vancement. Of coarse there are a 
congress and other branches of gov- 
ernment in Venezuela, Just as in 
other republics,- but all are sub- 
servient td-the will of the dictator, 
and to know the country and the 
people is to know that such system 
is the only one that could be effec- 
tive at this time.

When Gomez assumed the presi- 


dency the national debt was 233,- 
090.439 bolivars and foreign ships 
bad been blockading the Venezuelan 
ports to force payment. On January 
1. 1929, the debt was only 67,564,605 
bcHvars, with 92.922,911 bolivars in 
the national 
treasury. Millions 


have been spent on public works. 
There wev no highways at thg be- 
ginning of the Gomez regime, mule 
trails being the only means of com- 
munication throughout the vast re- 
public. Now there, are over 6,000 
rafles of roads in the country, 
though not an of them equal the 
wonderful concrete hihway from 
LaGulra to Caracas, to fact some 
of them are not passable for motor 
cars during, the rainy season. 
In the dry season, however, it is 
possible to go from Caracas to al- 
most every part of the country snd 
clear over into Colombia, Gomez 
says that roads have helped Vene- 
zuelain many ways, bat chiefly by 
'—•jingthe people in Hie interior 
contact with the outside world 
.thereby implanting In them a 
desire for more knowledge. People 
are learning to read and the drcu- 
anon of newspapers and periodJcsls 
»s increased at »n incredible rate. 
There are now 1JJ60 public ete- 
nentary schools and primary edace.- 
3on is free and nominally compul- 
sory, though the law is not so strict- 
y enforced as in tfcls country. 


There are seventy narigmble rivers 
n the country, with »total naviga- 
ble length of SXX» infles. The Orin- 
oco, third largest river in South 
America, Is, with its tributaries, 
navigable for 4jOOO miles. The com- 
merce of the country was negligible 
when Gomez took hold, but to 1926 
there were JJ963 foreign vessels of 
2,459338 tonnage to enter toe ports 
of Venezuela. The government, by 
fair and enllghtenBd Jaws, has eii-! 
conraged the development of the 
great Maracalbo oil fields and the 
production fat 1928 was 107.235,094 
bcrrete, making this the second larg- ; 


southern part of the country provide 
a cattla range without a superior 
but only scrub cattle were raised 
there.. Gomez Imported Holsteins 
from the United States and the 
humped cebu, which is.immune to 
the tick, from the East Indies. These 
he crossed and thus produced the 
Ideal beef and dairy animal for that 
country. On his great model farm 
at Marica, where he lives, he is con- 
stantly demonstrating to his coun- 
trymen how tney cah better their 
condition, and though the process 
is a slow one, he is meeting with 
success. 
Venezuela grows cotton, but none 


of it is now being exported, for the 
dictator has erected great cotton 
mills, and in these all of the prod- 
uct of the country is woven, thus 
providing employment and a better 
price for the crop. These miKs are 
models of architectural beauty, for 
Gomez says if North Americans 
build school houses of charming ap- 
pearance for the purpose of incul- 
cating in the pupils an appreciation 
of beauty, he can "prof itably do the 
same thing with his mills. 
The last term of Gomez expira 
last year and he declined to accep 
the office again, so the constitution 
was amended, that being much more 
easily done than in the United 
States. The office of commander 
in chief of the army was created 
and Gomez was elected thereto. Cer- 
tain of the functions of the presi- 
dent may only be exercised in con- 
junction with the commander in 
chief, among these being the-ap- 
pointment and removal of cabinet 
ministers, the power to declare war 
or convoke congress in special ses- 
sion; .the power to suspend civi 
rights, when necessary, and numer- 
ous others. 


So Gomez, while avoiding the bur- 


den of administering the govern- 
ment, has a, check upon it at al 
times, and has things Just about as 
he wants them. He is still dictator 
holding the fate of Venezuela in his 
hands, while presiding over his vas 
and beautiful estate at 
Marica 
Which is probably well for Vene-

Broken pottery 
and implements 


are found throughout the floor 
and roof Strata of the lodges but 
the best 
evidence comes 
fron 


cache pits under the floors, fillec 
with ashes, hi which accumulate 
not only broken implements and 
pottery, but also complete pieces 
hidden under the lodge floors by 
the people themselves. 


Unearth Pottery. 


The pottery from these houses 
is of a high order, as the thou- 
sands of pot fragments and two 
complete pots already secured in 
the survey excavations show. Pots 
ranged in size from those two 
feet high to tiny vessels no larger 
than a ten cent piece. The ware 
is usually reddish brown or dark 
gray and a red paint has been 
used in a few cases. Unlike the 
pottery of most of the historic 
people the bottoms of the pots 
are round rather 
than 
pointed 


and there are handles or modelled 
lugs on the rims. A very small 
proportion of finely incised frag- 
ments were found in the lowest 
layers of one of the houses. These 
latter pieces are in some cases 
tempered with burned shell but 
the bulk of the pottery, as is the 
case in all known Nebraska cul- 
tures, is temper^ with ground up 
rock or fine gravel. The shape, 
modelled lugs and handles, and 
the high polish or paint of this 
pottery shows a close relationship 
to the ancient down-river peoples 
of Missouri, Arkansas and 
even 
farther down the Mississippi, de- 
clares Dr. Strong ' but there Is 
little or no resemblance to the 
pre-historic Pueblo pottery of the 
southwest. 
The told Missouri bluff-dwellej-s 


used both chipped and polished 
axes 
and 
hammers 
without a 
groove, whereas 
the 
axes 
and 
hammers of 
the 
later historic 
tribes 
were 
characteristically 
grooved for attaching a handle. 
The bluff-dwellers used the bow 
and arrow, as small unnotched 
triangular flint 
points and tiny 


beautifully chipped "bird points" 
bear witness. 
Crude flakes of 
flint in great numbers were used 
as knives, while well chipped large 
flat and small "duck bill" flint 
scrapers were used for dressing

Polished shoulder blades of the 


buffalo furnished good shovels and 
hoes. Chipped flint hoes so com- 
mon in Pawnee and other later 
sites are cue or lacking, while 
bone implements are fairly com- 
mon, the bone being tempered by 
action of fire 
prior 
to 
being 
worked into aw!s end needles. 
Deer and elk-horn implements also 
occur but do not seem to be as 
much used as was the case in the 
earlier village at the Walker Oil- 
mare site. Spoons were made by 
catting and polishing large mussel 
and other shells and attaching a 
handle. The handles were dislnte- 
gritei, but the large number of 
worked 
shells 
remain. 
These 
shells were also carved into the 
shape of fish or birds and hung 
around the 
neck as " gorgets or 
ornaments. One Incised shell rep- 
resenting a bird was found in a 
cache of the burned earth-lodge 
some seven feet below the present 
surface of the soil. 
Both the modelled figures on the 
pottery rims, 
such 
as 
human 
hands and birds, and the finely 
carved stone and clay faces and 
small figures found by Dr. Gilder 
in similar sites, testify to the ar- 
iisHc efforts of these early Nc- 
braskans. 
They were an agri- 


cultural people of settled mode of 
life and in many ways were su- 
perior to the 
bulfalo 
hunting 
tribes that moved into the plains 
at a later date believes Dr. Strong. 
"Much remains to be learned 


of their culture especially as re- 
gards burial and other customs. 
Split 
and 
charred remains of 
human bones found in such lodges 
by Dr. Gilder testify, either to 
cannibalism on their part, or per- 
baps to their unpleasant fate at 
the hands of conquering enemies. 
Their mode of burial is noi yet 
clear though it seems probable 
that they were responsible for 
many of the low mounds along

Andrews to Penetrate Gobi Desert 


For Traces of Tre-Historic Man 


pR.VASTER GRANGER «• £OV CHAPMAN ANDKEWS 


(By International Illustrated News) 


PEIPING, CHINA, July 5—Lured 


on«by his lifelong dream of discov- 
ering traces of the 20,000-year-old 
"Dawn" man. Hoy Chapman An- 
drews, distinguished Ameridan ex- 
plorer, left here headed for the 
jreat Gobi desert, recently. 


Accompanying Andrews on his 


quest was a group of international- 
ly famous scientists representing 
three nations—Prance, China and 
the United States. Dr. Andrews' 
favorite police dog, Wolf, who has 
been- with him on four previous 
treks, into the mysterious interior 
of Asia, also went along. 
The real starting place for the 


explorers will be Kalgan, where a 
Mty-camel caravan willjje formed. 
The party's objective is a recently 
discovered desert lake about four 
hundred miles from that outpost. 
It was on his last trip Into the 
Gobi desert wastelands that An- 
drews learned of this lake which 
is rich, It is said, in- fossilized re- 
mains of a civilization stretching 
back to ages before the day of 
"Peking" man, the most ancient 
human yet discovered. 


No attempt was made by An- 


drews and his aides to reach this 
desert lake on their last trip be- 
cause they were then using auto- 
mobiles which would have proved 
useless in that land of dead sand- 
dunes. 


A Mongol guide, who first In- 
formed Andrews of the unexplored 
region, was dispatched to the area 
and returned with a wealth ot fos- 
sil bones. The desert consisted of 
dead sand-dunes, he said. These 
were covered by a loose 'vegetation, 
3ut he also reported finding an 
open woods In one place. 


The present camel expedition is 


the result. Andrews declared that 
the 
bones of fossilized beaver, 


giraffe, camel, rhinoceros and other 
Jungle beasts were discovered in 
the region, indicating there was 
once plenty of water where there 
is now nothing but desert land. 
The noted American explorer ad- 


ded that he has never found dead 
sand-dunes without also uncover- 
ing traces of primitive man. 


Andrews said there was work In 


the fossil beds for fifty years of 
research. His discoveries may re- 
volutionize the 
civilized world's 
conception of prehistoric man, he 
believes. 


The "Dawn" man is believed to 
have inhabited the sand dunes in 
the Gobi desert by the millions. 
No one of the present day knows 
where they came from or whence 
they disappeared. 
It is possible that the "Peking" 


man, oldest known of the human 
species, were direct descendants of 
these 
so-called "Dawn" men. 
Drought may have driven these 
ancient peoples out of their homes 
deep in the heart of mysterious 
old Asia. 


Aiding Dr. Andrews In his search 
are such eminent men of science 
as Dr." Walter Granger, paleont- 
ologist of the New Tork Museum 
of Natural History; Pere Teilhard 
de 
Chardm, 
president 
of 
the 
Geological Society of Prance; Dr. 
Chiang, co-director of the Uni- 
versity of Canton; Dr. C. Z. Gar- 
ber of the Rockefeller Institute 
hospital, and many others. W. C. 
Pel, of China, discoverer of the 
"Peking" man, is expected to Join 
the party during July. 


to the work of Mr. A. T. Hill and 1 
Mr. Blackman the characteristics 
of the Pawnee in this regard are
